Amendments to Articles 24 and 25 

of the Constitution 



The Fifty-first WotM Healtfi Assembly, 

Considenng that tfie membersh^) of tfie Executive Board should be increased from 32 to 34, so 
lb$X tiie number of Members in tiie European Region and Western Pacific Region entided to designate 
a person to serve on the Executive Board be increased to eig^ and five, respectively, 

1. ADOPTS tfie foUowing amendmmts to Articles 24 and 25 of the Constitution, the texts in the 
Arabic, Chinese, English, Frendi, Russian and Spanish languages being equally authentic: 

Article 24 - Delete and rq)lace by 

The Board shall consist of tfiirty-four persons designated by as many Members. The 
HeaKh Assen^ly, taking into account an equitable geogrq^cal distribution, shall elect tfie 
Members mtttled to designate a person to serve on the Board, provided that, oS such Members, 
not less tfian tfiree shall be elected ftom each of tfie regional organizations established pursuant 
toArticle44. EadioftheseMmobers should i9>poim to the Board a person te(^cally 
in tfie fidd of heahh, who roof be accompanied by alternates and advisers. 

Article 25 - Ddete and rq)lace by 

Hiese Members shall be elected for three years and mi^ be re-elected, provicted that of the 
Mend>ers dected at 4ie first session of the HeaMi A5send>ly hdd after Ae comi^ 
the amendmmt to diis Constitution increasing the membership of the Board fix>m diirty-two to 
tfurty-four the term of ofiBce of the additional Members dected shall, insofiu* as may be 
necessary, be of such lesser duration as shall fiu^ilitate the election of at least one Member fi-om 
each regiond organization in eadi year. 

2. DECIDES that two copies of this resolution shdl be authmticated by the signatures of tfie 
President of Ae Fiffy-first World Heahh Assentbly and the Director-Generd of tfie World Heahh 
Organization, of yMdi one copy shall be transmitted to tfie Secretary-Generd of the United Nations, 
dq^itaiy of Ae Constitution, md one copy retained in the archives ckF tfie World Heatdi Organization; 

3. DECIDES that the notification of acceptance of these ammdments by Members in accordance 
witfi the provisions of Article 73 of die Constitution shall be effected die deposit of a finrnd 
iottrument with tfie Secretary-Generd of the United Nations, as required for accq>tance of the 
Constitution by Article 79(b) of the Constitution.
